Governor Willis is also vehemently sure that he has nothing to do 
•with it. So there you are. Somebody is interested and somebody- 
is putting up the money for it. Just who may develop later. 


The present license law is a strong, workable one. 
The new 


law has many apparent defects and it has some strong points. It 
may not work out at all in actual operation, but, that remains to 
•be seen. As for ourselves we have no sympathy with the proposed 
referendum. We are in favor of trying out the McDermott law 
and getting rid of it later 'if it fails to work 
out 
satisfactorily. 


And we do not believe that Scioto county people ought to allow 
themselves to be made tools of unknown interests who are back- 
ing this proposed referendum lor some selfish motive, by signing 
the petitions. 


OUR SCHOOL BOARD. 


One of the very important matters that will come up at 
the 


November election will be the selection of three members of the 
school board, tinder the law this has heen taken out of politics 
and candidates go on a non-partisan ballot, without party designa- 
tion. Neither of the dominant political parties have made nomin- 
ations and candidates for the office will go on the school board 
ticket by petition, the field being open for all who may desire to 
enter.IB this connection it is stated that the three members of the 
present board whose terms expire, Messrs. George D. Seudder, J. 
P. Purdum and B. C. Jackson, will be candidates for 
re-election. 


It is also said there will be one or more ladies in the race, backed 
iy the Mothers' Club which has taken so ranch interest in the 
schools. Possibly there may be other entries later. 


As for the three gentlemen who will, come up again, it can be 


said of them that they have made most 
excellent and 
attentive 


members of the board of education. 
They have given liberally 


of their time and counsel to the cause of education, and they have 
shown a deep and devoted earnestness in their work that is most 
admirable. Whether or ont they are re-elected, they have earned 
the gratitude of the people for their splendid, unselfish efforts in 
behalf of better schools.

Despite unceasing endeavor to prohibit the sale of wood alco- 


hol, this poisonous article is still used in the manufacture of quack 
medicines, hair-tonics, cheap whisky, essences, etc., and every now 
and then some innocent person is killed or made blind from 
its 


effects. 
Recently three persons died and two others were made 


completely blind from drinking n cordial made partly of wood al- 
cohol. It is is not generally known that poisonous symptoms fol- 
low its external application, as well as from taking il into 
the 


stomach. 
Thus rubbing the body with it after Turkish or other 


baths, burning it in "alcohol" lamps, using it for varnishing pi 


ios, beer-vats, small rooms, etc., may induce slow and often un- 


suspected hut serious damage to the digestion, sight, and nervous 
system. The manufacturers of wood alcohol have succeeded in re- 
moving the unpleasant odor and taste, disguising it in this way to 
facilitate its sale; but its poisonous properties are still there, and 
this "deodorized" alcohol under whatsoever name it, may be called 
should not be purchased for domestic use. It should be the self 
imposed duty of every citizen, not only to abstain from using the 
poison himself, but to'usr: his influence in bringing about a law to 
stop its manufacture and sale. 
All preparations containing 
this 


ingredient should be put in the list of poisons, and labeled with the 
skull and cross-bones.
